Wi are to judge our problema 
r the effurt and public clamour 
invested, the conclusion would be 
that the first and most urgent is 
the removal of Moshe Dayan from 
the position of Defence Minister; 

good bit lower on the list of 
priorities there would be the re- 
placement of most of the govern- 
ment; after that demands have 
been voiced, but more quietly, for 
a democratization of our ineffec- 
tive and abused system of elec- 
tions.

The ‘lack 
of rerl cohesion is the direct re- 
sult of the party-list election 
system. 

There are Mapam veterans who 
believe, like Mrs. Meir, that the 
people of the Labour movement 
should stick together, whatever 
their differences, But far more 
members of the party are reluc- 
tant to find themselves in one 
party with, say, Moshe Dayan. 
They agree to remain inthe Align- 
ment only because it is the surest 
and easiest way of getting seven 
Knesset seats and two cabinet 
ministers: probably the only way. 
The influence this gives the party 
in the cabinet is sufficient jus- 
tification in their own eyes for 
the uneasy union.

Mapam has already put 
forward one such proposal, and 
this first change could he brought 
in now. Otherwise we might find 
ourselves back more or less 
where we stand now, with a large 
section of the voters and the 
people they find they have clec- 
ted eyeing each other with some 
degree of contempt and even hos- 
tility. On the way to elections 
partics must crystallize their 
policies. It is the worst possible 
time for a_broad coalition. Pro- 
bably Mr. Bogin will nat gel his 
wish at this time, but then he 
should also be honing his policies.

On the other hend, in the 
stormy aftermath of the Agranat 
Report, which brought to the 
surface enmity to Dayan long 
suppressed by leading members 
of his own party, who seized the 
opportunity to fulfill thei desire 
to push him out of his erful 
office, people have forgot n some 
of his most outstand! achieve- 
ments. What about the “open- 
bridges” policy of Arab-Israel 
co-existence that kept the Jor- 
danian border and the adminis- 
tered areas quiet, even during the 
most difficult firat days of the 
Yom Kippur battle? What about 
the successful disengagement 
talks with Egypt, in which he 
played a significant part, ac- 
cording to chief mediator Henry 
Kissinger? 

Although there are certainly 
many more credit than debi 


alnts, one cannot disregard the 
fact that the majority of tho 
party are now anxious for Dayan 
to leave the Defence Ministry. 
Dayan sensed this sentiment 
last month, when he decided 
not to Join Mrs. Melr's new Cabi- 
nel, although he seemed confident 
of his case with the Agranat 
Commission. But in a moment of 
weakness, and probably, too, un- 
der the influence of conciliatory 
talk and persuasion by part 
leaders of all factions, who plead- 
ed with him to remain in the 
Cabinet as Defence Minister and 
make it ensler for Mrs. Meir to 
form ἃ new government, ha 
changed his mind at the last 
minute. 

A volcano of venom from his 
own party colleagues erupted as 
soon as it became known that 
the Agranat Commission had 
recommended that Chief of Staff 
David Bilazar resign. Old _ fac- 
tlonal loyalties overshadowed and 
destroyed all that had been buiit 
up during the past six years. 

Dayan’s position has thus he- 
come untenable, and he has no 
choice but to disengage himself 
from the Defence Ministry. He 
said earlier this week he would 
be prepared to do so, but not as 
the Cabinet's sacrificial lamb for 
the failures of the Yom Kippur 
War. The deadlock that ensued 
fed to Golda Meir’s resignation, 
and with it the entire Cabinet's, 
and it may bring about a new 
solit within the Labour Party. 
With new elections looming in A 
matter of months, there ean he 
little doubt that Moshe Dayan 
remains, for better or for worse, 
a kingpin in Israeli politica.

that this is what the “grass 
roots,” third generation Israeli 
thinks. 


For the 12th-graders at Kvu- 
teat Geva, there is no question 
about fdentity or roots. They 
know why they will be going to 
thearmy. To protect their homes. 
Geva is not only the place where 
they were born, but, for nearly all 
of them, it is where their pa- 
rents were born. Some of the 
younger boys can even boast of 
grandfathers born there, 

When war ‘broke out in Octo- 
ber, Geva’s able-bodied men, like 
those of all ‘other settlements, 
were called up. The 12th, 11th, 
and 10th-graders did what to 
them was “natural”: they left 
their classrooms, put on their 
working clothes, and took over 
the jobs left -undone by their 
elder brothers and their fathers, 
In many cases, these youths 
saved the kibbutz from collapse. 


RAANAN BERZAK,

“One by one they were all 
called up, until one morning I 
woke up to find myself stuck with 
the management of all the ponds.

Raanan: “I'm hopeful too, but 
you can't blind yourself to the 
realities, I think the Arabs for all 
their beautiful talk still hate us 
and want to throw us_ into the 
sea, The balk generally, from Da- 
yan down, is that, at the best, we'll 
probably reach some sort of an 

reement. But real peace — well, 
that looks very far off.” 


Hilla: “The Arabs have to per- 
suade me that they really want 
peace. Their present “sweet talk" 

asn't changed my mind, They'll 
have to do 8 lot more talking, 
backed by deeds, before they can 
persuade me. 

“The professors of Middle East 
studies aren’t politicians. They 
examine nearly every word that 
comes from Arab leaders, and 
they claim that there doesn't 
seem to be any real likelihood of 
peace. They say that it isn’t 
enough to listen to what the Arab 
leaders say; you have to take into 
account what the man in the 
street thinks, and they seem to 
be thinking differently from the 
official, sweet tone.” 


QUESTIONED about giving back 
territory, Yael tightened her lips 
and shook her head again. Hilla 
gave her answer: “I'd be willin; 
to give back nearly everything if 
it meant reaching peace.” 

Nadav: “Hilla, don’t exaggerate. 
We won't give back the Golan.”

But 
would like to know what to call 
this: someone is standing over 
your head, alming a loaded pistol 
at you. That's our situation, The 
Arabs have missiles that can 
reach any part of Israel. So what 
are we supposed to do? If you 
don’t want to die, you have to 
‘be In a constant state of alert. 

“We're used ‘to this, we were 
‘born with it. It isn’t the best feel- 
ing in the world, ‘but it doean’t 
scare me. It's part of the facts 
of life, and we take it for grant- 
ed that rockets may be aimed 
at our kibbutz.” 


DID THE WAR leave them with 
any bitterness? 


Raanan: “LI think the Gov- 
ernment should bechanged more 
drastically, but I'm not planning

What were their feelings about 
going into the army? 

Raanan: “We're still in ithe 
midddle of an emergency, I'm 
still planning to volunteer for a 
real combat unit when I am call- 
ed up Jater this year.

I feel 
its my duty to volunteer, but 
it's not on because of the 
omergency. I'd already decided be- 
fore the war what I wanted to 
do during my military service. 
You could say that the war hasn't 
changed my plang, maybe just 
strengthencd them.” 


HAD THE WAR changed him? 
Raanan: “I feel that it’s made 


Ta man of me, I didn’t feel child- 


ish before the war. I even had 
a feeling that I was through with 
my adolescence, But the war, and 
all the responsibility added a 
new dimension. The way other 
members of the kibbutz came 
over to us and discussed serious 
matters with us, They asked our 
advice. We weren't any Jonger 
just one of the Ulttle children 
running around. I belleve that 
what I am saying ‘holds true to 
all my class, (The other three 
nodded thelr agreement.) 

“On me personally, it had an 
additional effect, and that is that 
I stopped studying. 1 was to 
finish the 12th grade this year. 
But with the war starting ag it 
did, at the beginning of the school 
year, I just didn't get a chance 
to return to the classroom when 
studies were resumed, 


"I continued to work. Why? 
Well, the main problem was that 
none of the people working at the 
ponds had returned from the 
army. But apart from that the 
war changed my way of thinking. 
Before that, 1 was sticking it out 
atschool just to finish my educa- 
tion and get it over with, After 
the war, all that changed. Maybe 
my thinking had become mora 
mature. I came to the conclusion 
that if you're going to study, you 
have to do it seriously, not just 
to pass exams, When 1 weighed 
up the question of continuing my 
studies in this light, I came to 
the conclusion that noither my 
heart nor my head would be in 
them. 

“The economics and the day-to- 
day work at the ponds got me 
hooked. Also, I juat couldn't see 
myself sitting in the classroom 
trying to Icarn Bialik by heart, 
when someone without my exper- 
ience might not be giving the fish 
the proper care.” 


Nadav: I also stopped my 
studies. 1 won't be matriculating. 
So what? When I finish my mili- 
tary service, if I want to, the kib- 
butz will give me the opportunity 
to take my bagruf.

DURING WORLD WAR I, the 
author of this Look was ἃ con- 
acientious objector, ἃ confused in- 
tellectual who didn't know his right 
hand from nis left. He worked as 
@ farmer rather than fight, and, 
from hia experiences in agriculture, 
he hos made quite an impressive 
offbeat kind of book. I have a rea- 
son for finding it of special 
interest — during the same period, 
I too wes buried in the English 
countryside, learning how to Ilva 
communally in preparation for 
eventual aliya, and also, supposed- 
ly, learning “agriculture.” Years 
later, I was rollaved to see Kings- 
ley Amis sum up my feellnga in 
a nutshell: “Working In agricul- 
ture is like permanently washing 
up in the open air.” Thank God, 
the truth at last. 

What SBilishen § achtevea without 
too conscioua atriving is to show 
us what Engilsh rural life ia really 
like — the astounding collection of 
barmles and eccentrics with which 
ft abounds and which he avers Is 
really a product of the intenac 
boredom of thelr occupation and 
the narrowness of thelr lives 
(Laurle Lee ln another book 
thought it was also due to in- 
breeding), As hefitted a novice, he 
was given auch chores 88. pond- 
cleaning, ditching, hedging, hay- 
cocking and, pinnacle of achleve- 
ment, belng a_lorry-driver's mate.

He found 
out that everyone but himself 
knew how to mend it when it 
conked out, and the whole district 
would be kept walting for clean 
sheels or fresh loaves whilst the 
baker or laundryman tried to spot 
the trouble.

I became 
aware of the enormous boring dally 
labours on which the whole world 
rested. I thought solemnly that af- 
ter years of middle-class schooling 
and then three years of petty jour- 
naligm this was knowledge I needed 
to have. I hoped it was one I should 
not forget, if ever for me. there 
came an end to It.”

Translating the Bible 


Haim Schwarzbaum 


ONE OF THE MOST fascinating 
and dramatic passages In the Baby- 
Jonian ‘Talmud (Megiltu 3a) reads: 

“The Aramaic Reconelon (Tar- 
gum) of the Tora waa composed by 
Onkeloa the Proselyte, by dictation 
of Rabbi Bilezer and Rabbi Yeho- 
shua, whereas the Targum of the 
Prophets was compiled by Yonatan 
ben Uzlel, by dictatlon of Haggai, 
Zecharia and Malachl. When ithia 
(translation) was finished, retz 
Yisrael shook 400 parananga by 400 
Parasangs, and a Heavenly Volce 
aaid: 'Who is this who has divulged 
My secrets to men?’ Thercupon 
Yonatan Ben Usiel aald: ‘I am the 
one who hes revealed Thy secrets 
to men. Thou .art quite aware that 
not for my honour, nor for that of 
the house of my father, have 1 
done thia, but only for Thy glory, 
with a view to' eliminating strife 
ang discord in Israel.’ Yonatan ben 
Uziel olso intended to reveal the 
Targum of tho Hagiographa (Ketu- 
.bim) when a Heavenly Volea went 
forth and exclaimed: ‘Wnough for 
thee?" 

So for the Talmudic Sages, who 
add that Yonatan ben Usiel was 
ordered to suppress his Aramaic 
verston of the Fagtographa because 
these contain intimations about the 
poniem perted and other esoteric 

ints. 


THIS IS NOT the place to dissect 
thia Talmudio passage, but it is 
quite clear that it nttests the well- 
known fact that the rendering of 
the Hebrew Blblso sven into the 
rather cognate Aramaic language 
wos originally dona with a great 
deal of apprehension. The Talmudic 
Sages thought that the Hebrew text 
should in no way.bo tampered with 
or rendered Into any othor language, 
because even the most faithful 
translation entails some departure 
from -the original and sacrosanct 
Hobrew text. But it was inevitable 
that the need for an adequate tran- 
slation of tha Hebrew Bible into the 
then-current Aramale vernacular of 
the Jows should be recognised by 
the Rabbia sooner or later. As a 
matter of faot, already in pre- 
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Christian times the replacement of 
Hebrew by the Aramaic vernacu- 
jar made it essentlal that in the 
synagogue servica the Hebrew text 
be rendered into Aramaic, verae by 
verse, by a apecial Interpreter or 
Meturgeman, if the congregants 
wera to understand the Bible read- 
ings. 

Tt should also bé borne in mind 
that a standard Biblical text was 
considered oxsential to repel the 
attacks of varloua dissident sects in 
Jewry, primarily the Christians, 
Rabbl Akiva (dled ca. 182 CH.) 
apparently realized more keenly 
than the other Talmudic Sages how 
essential it was to ‘fix’ a standard 
Hebrew text for purposes of Jaw-

Targum"). The Targum fragments 
found at Qumran also point to the 
Popularity of the Aramaic vernacu- 
lar. The Babylonian Talmud (Shab- 
bat 1168} refers to an Aramaic 
Targum to Job, and, curiously 
enough, In Qumran Cave XI such a 
Targum has come to light (af. Le 
Targum de Job de la Grotte XI de 
Qumran ed. et tradult par J.P.M. 
Van der Ploeg, Α.8, Van der Woude 
and B. Jongelling, Lelden, 1971). 
The Aramaic “Genesis Apocryphon” 
found in Qumran Cave I could also 
be described as a Targum to Ge- 
neals. Just 2s new light has been 
shed on the textual history of the 
Septuagint and of the Samaritan 
Pentateuch by the Qumran dis- 
coveries, so are there some. connec- 
tlona between Qumran texts on the 
one ‘hand and readings in tha Tar- 
gums on the other, 


FT IS IMPORTANT tp point out that 
many Aramaic rendsrings are not 
exact Iteral translations of the 
Bible, but rather free paraphrases 
akin to commentaries recalling 
some Midrashic elaborations of the 
Bible, considerably enriching the 
Biblical scene, and sometimes aven 
apptying Biblical situations to con- 
temporary events (a tendency asleo 
found in the rich Peeher Mterature 
of Qumran), 2 

So far no solution hag been found 
to the question whether the shorter, 
faithful Aramaic Targum is older 
than the expanded, Sophisticated 
oe aes [5 no doubt that the old- 
ea im specimens already dis- 
Play Interpretative tandenses τὸ ig 
quite plausible, on the other ‘hand, 
that later generations disliked the 
exaggerated, elaborate Targum re- 
cengions, preferring the more ac- 
curate Aramaic translations, like 
‘the Targum Onkelos, ‘which became 
80 popular over the ages that it al- 
ways appears alongside the Hebrew 
text in printed Bibles, But though 
the Targum Onkelos usually. is faith- 
ful to tha Hebrew text, it does not 
ignore the Talmudie-Midrashic ex- 
‘egetical approach. Circumiccutions 
are used to eliminate. Anthropomor- 
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Phisma in reference to God, and pe-' 


jorativa refcrenccs to the Jewlsh 
Pnatriarcha and Matriarcha and 
many other Biblical heroes. 

In Numbers 12, for example, Mir- 
jam and Aaron chide thelr brother 
Moses for marrying a Cushite wife. 
Out of reverence to Moses the Tar- 
gum Onkelos uses the word “shapir- 
ta” (“beautiful”) instead of the 
original “Cushite." This is also in 
accord with some Midrashic inter- 
pretations. 

Similarly Judah, the son of Jacob 
Instead of marrying “the daughter 
of a Canaanite" (Genesis 38:2), 
marries “the daughter of a mer- 
chant,” according to Onkelos. 

Isaac says to Esau (Genesis 27: 
35): “Your brother (Jacob) came 
treacherously and took away your 
blessing.” Onkelos has: “Your bro- 
ther came sagacicusly,” etc. 

Aaron’s building of an altar to 
the Image of the Golden Calf (Exo- 
dus 32) ia interpreted by Onkeloa as 
“an altar to God.” 

Rachel does not ‘steal’ her 
father's household gods (Genesis 31, 
but she merely “conceals” 
them,

According to Genesis 44:15, Jo- 
seph says to his brothera: “What 
have you done?

Onkelos, 
of course, does not like Joseph to 
be portrayed ag practising divina- 
Hon, and has him say: "..a man 
Mke myself submits everything to 
the test." 

In addition to the Targum On- 
kelos we have the Jerusalem Targum 
“A,” or the so-called “Pseudo-Yo- 
natan ben-Uziel,"" which comprises 
remnants of both the ancient Je- 
tusalem Targum and the Onkelos 
Targum. This Targum, which has 
come down to us in rather late 
recensions, is very rich in Aggadic 
narrative material. It is thus of 
particular importance from the 
point of view of comparative folk- 
lore research. Thus, the Jerusalem 
“A" Targum adda to Genesis 21:21 
that Ishmeel’s mother first found 
him a wife whose name was ‘Aisha. 
Soon Ishmael forsook her and hia 
mother found him another wife, an 
Wgyptlan named Fatima. Some scho- 
lars (Bernhard Heller, H.Z. Hirsch- 
berg) have cleverly pointed out that 
‘Aisha ia none other than Moham- 
med's favourite wife, and Fatima 
is the Islamic Prophet's beloved 
daughter, Undoubtedly this passage 
in the Jerusalem “A" Targum was 
inserted under Islamic impact, and 
can be traced to the tenth century 
when the first Fatimid Caliphs in 
Egypt favoured the Jews, while 
thelr Sunn! opponents, symbolized 
by ‘Aisha, trented them badly. Here 
we have also a clear reference to 
the interesting legend of Yshmael's 
two wives, one of whom he re- 
pudiated for the other. This legend 
8 narrated in a masterly fashion in 
the Midrash “Pirke Derabbi Bliezer” 
and in numerous old Islamic ver- 
sions which I have dealt with in 
my study of legends about “Biblical 
Women in Islamic Garb” (in “Ma- 
hanaylm," No. 98, Feb. 1965),

THE HOMECOMING took Andre 
Neher's “Moses” almost 20 years, 
Since the appearance of the origin- 
al French edition in the mid-'fifties 
this captivating book had been trans- 
lated into Italian, German, Spanish 
and English (N.Y., Harper Torch 
Books, 1959) before the appearance 
of the Hebrew edition. 

Moses, liberator, the lawgiver, lead- 
er of the Bxodus, enshrined in a 
myriad of Ilfterary musical and 
artistic masterpleces — what is thera 
stl to be said about him?

The power of naivete 


ERUSALBM'S Engel Gallery is 
showing o fine selection of ols 
by the late Moshe Binaton, Israel's 
firat true nalve painter and the first 
self-styled “King of Felafel". Eil- 
παῖδ never achieved any wide re- 
eognition or financial success in his 
Ulfetime and died in 1969 of a com- 
bination of old war wounds and a 
” broken heart, at the ago of 62. He 
painted hundreds of works a year, 
though many were lost, destroyed or 
overpninted. But large numbers of 
them were divided up amongst his 
children, several of whom tater of- 
fered batches of them to galleries, 
Many were acquired by the Engel 
and others, more recently, by the 
Debel Gallery in Ein Karem, where 
they are also currently on display. 
To mark this show, the Hingel 
Gallery has published a modest al- 
bum of some ten colour pzin‘s of 
Hinatan's work. 

Hiinatan was the Hlastern version 
of the Wandering Jew. Born in 
Persia, he married In Baghdad, was 
aseistant to a street portraltist in 
a Bombay market and wandered 
around Burma and Thatland before 
coming to Hrets Yisracl in 1988, a 
date that appears on many of his 
works, particularly those devoted 
to aliya themos, even if they were 
palnted during the ‘fifties. Ho 
jolned the RAF In 1940 and later 
transferred to the Jewlsh Brigade; 
in Ttaly he wos wounded in the 
back and cye, Afler the war he 
oponed a highly guecessful Oriental 
reataurant next to the Kden Clnoma; 
at the end of the siege of Jerusalem 
and throughout the austerity poriod, 
it was one of the few places whero 
one could ent without ration 
coupons; in 1949 Its potato soup 
and dolicious folafel kept my hody 
and soul together. The walls of the 
cafe wore covered with large proto- 
pop portraits of Horzl, elzmann 
and Ben-Gurion, aa well ag visionary 
biblical scenes and vase after vage 
of flowers. I wrote about Dinatan 
then Jn The Post, but mo gallery 
would take him up. Ho never had a 
one-man show in. his Ufetime and it 

" Was years before a few Israelis be- 
gan to buy ‘his work; ond it was not 
. until the ‘sixties that the Artists 
House acceped a palnting from him 
for hanging In a group show. 
Undeterred at first, Hinatan loft 
. Wis oats. to his family ond took to 
painting full-time, After his firat few 
private sales, his hurt pride, the hurt 
pride of a almple Sephardi patron- 
jged by ἃ few membérs of the Ash- 
Xenazi Eatablishment, caused him 
to ask for impossible priced, even 
though his personal regources gra- 
dually dwindied away to nothing. 
The art dealers are now beginning 
to get the prices he himself eventu- 
ally placed on his work.

RECENT ABSTRACTIONS by 
Shlomo Cassos at Rene Darom 
Gallery can ‘be described as tran- 
quil passages from an ‘invented 
visual language, a language based 
on critical analysis of the artist's 
surroundings and poetic justifica- 
ons of ‘his findings. 


The paintings are not lyrical re- 
to nature or self but qulet 
pictures thet harness the dynamics 
of plane and line, elements drawn 
from architectural interiors, An 
open window, a door, the angular 
corner, they are all there, reduced 
to private signs as Cassos transforms 
the inflexible architecture into soft- 
ened geometrics and casual lines. 

The near colourless compositions 
are sensitive amalgamations of a 
Umited number of shapes and care- 
fully placed lines which seem to 
hover in limbo, like a Rothko 
swathe, untied to a definite spacial 
commitment. Yet one gets the feel- 
ing that all is in place, and the 
removal or alteration of any element 
would significantly affect the aes- 
thetia value of the painting. 

Background fields of velled greys 
and whites are punctured by small 
tracts of venetian red, umber and 
black line, Colour plays a minor role 
in Cassos' work, Brushed on with 
restraint, he nevertheless treats 
paint and colour with respect, care- 
fully weighing its relative strength 
on the canvas. The pigment is thinly 
applied and scumbled to destroy 
harsh ‘borders and create a ground 
of endless space, But we are always 
brought back to the foreground by 
the limited, yet everpresent, archi- 
tectonle plan. 

To enjoy these canvases one must 
be prepared to listen ‘to the vi- 
brations of sound or examine the 
shadows of life rather than ‘be im- 
pressed with the heroics of fancy 
‘brushwork or the noise of cacoph- 
enle colour. It is recommended that 
you try. (Rene Darom Gallery, 80 
Gordon St,, till April 19th).

Givati’s romantiscapes 


EG Givati's recent paintings 
are eplo and grandiosely hand- 
fome abstractlons which vaguely 
suggest landscape. Large canvases, 
meagured in metres, virtually hide 
the gallery walls. Upon ontering the 
. room bho viewer is enchanted dy bil- 
lowing spaces that open before him, 
and with a bit of imagination, ia 
engulfed as a participant rather 
than as an observer, 

The pictures are smartly com- 
components organized 
around a division of the surface In- 
to quasi-interior rectangular com- 
partments, Within these frames the 
horizonless craters of infinite space 
are formed by transient patterns of 
active rhythmic movements created 
by Givati’s lyrical style and impel- 
ling brushwork. 

Concentrating ‘on blues, 
builds a rich spectrum ranging from 
lustful ultramarines and cobalts to 
delixate turquoise and cerulean. Al- 
though coftour limitation is prevalent 
it 1s mot the rule. Occasional bursts 
of secondary hues ar ein avidence

IN A CONSTANTLY changing 
world, with future shock ‘hitting 
us between the cyes daily, when 
yesterday's newspaper lIcoks a 
year old and you cannot recognize 
a neighbourhood you last saw se- 
veral months , it is comfort- 
Ing that something remains un- 
changed and oxudes the cosy 
familinrity of childhood memories. 
1 am referring, of course, to the 
cireus, that island of stabillty in 
a mutable world, that temple of 
entertainment in which the same 
ritual is performed year aiter
